Members of the Alabama junior/community 
college are fortunate indeed to have as Keynote 
Speaker for the AJCCA Convention 1982 Dr. 
Harold L. (Bud) Hodgkinson, President of the 
National Training laboratories, Arlington, 
Virginia. Dr. Hodgkinson has been listed as 
one of the top 44 individuals “contributing 
most to new directions in higher education” by 
Change magazine. 


Dr. Hodgkinson came to the Professional 
Institute from the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare where he had served as 
Director of the National Institute of Education 
from 1975 to 1977. In that capacity he 
administered an agency of 350 staff and an 
annual budget of 70 million dollars. NIE 
funded basic and applied research in career 
education, educational technology, school 
financing, the upgrading of basic skills, and 
the upgrading of educational research. Earlier 
in his career, Hodgkinson had served Simmons 
College as Dean of the School of Education, 
Bard College as Dean of the College, and the 
University of California at Berkeley as 
Research Director of the Center for Research 
and Development in Higher Education. 

Dr. Hodgkinson has been editor of the 
Harvard Education Review and was a member 
of the Editoral Board of the Journal of Higher 
Education . In addition, he has authored 12 
books and has published numerous articles in 
journals such as Educational Record, Journal 
of Educational Sociology, Change, The 
Journal of Higher Education, NASPA Journal, 
Educational Leadership, and many others. 

Alabama Association of Community and 
Junior College members will be not only 
informed but also entertained at their 
convention by one of the most outstanding 
speakers on educational issues-Harold (Bud) 
Hodgkinson.

FOCUS ON FACULTY 
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Richard C. Green, art instructor, 
John C. Calhoun State Community 
College. 

Richard C. Green, art instructor, 
Calhoun Community College in Decatur, 
spent the summer of 1981 in Europe as a 
result of having received a University of 
Georgia fellowship. Green, who is 
pursuing his Ph.D. in Art History from 
The University of Georgia, continued his 
dissertation research concerning the 
painting of Antonio Molinari, a Venetian 
artist who lived from 1655-1704, During 
the summer of 1981, Green studied at the 
Kunstmuseum, Dusseldorf, Germany; 
Biblioteca Marciana, Correr, and 
Fondazione Cini, Venice, Italy; Biblioteca 
Herziana, Rome, Italy; and Courtauld 
Institute, Warburg Institute, the 
University of London, England. 

In addition to dissertation research, 
Green has published and presented 
papers about the American/German 
painter Albert Bloch. Included here are 
the beginning sections of Green’s latest 
article about Bloch entitled “Albert 
Bloch. His Early Career: Munich and Der 
Biaue Reiter” published in the German 
journal Pantheon. 

Richard Green is one of many 
exemplary members of faculties within 
Alabama’s junior/community college 
system. Having come to Calhoun in 1966 
from New Mexico State University where 
he earned his Master of Arts in Art, Green 
subsequently earned an M.A. in History 
of Art from the University of Kansas. 
Green, married to Lucile Clouser and the 
father of one daughter, Anna, is an active 
member of the Decatur community, 
having served as President of the Decatur 
Art Guild, Vice President of the Decatur 
Arts Council, and cellist in the Huntsville 
Symphony Orchestra.

Albert Bloch 


His Early Career: Munich and Der Biaue Reiter 


Richard C. Green 


Of those American artists who worked in Germany in the first decades 
of the twentieth century, Albert Bloch remains one of the least known. 
This is true even though he participated in exhibits that figure promi¬ 
nently in the history of modern art: Der Biaue Reiter , Erster Deutscher 
Herbstsalon , and the international Sonderbund, as well as many one- 
man and joint exhibitions, some sponsored by Der Sturm in Berlin and 
elsewhere. It is notable that Bloch was the only American to exhibit in 
the two shows of Der Biaue Reiter organized by his friends Franz 
Marc and Wassily Kandinsky in Munich in 1911 and 1912. 

Bloch has not been totally eclipsed, tor his work can be found in 
major American museums - the Whitney Museum in New York, the 
Art Institute of Chicago, and the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York, as well as in several regional and university collections - and in 
Munich at the Stadtische Galerie im Lenbachhaus, but his name seldom 
appears in accounts of early modern painting, even those dealing 
directly with developments in Germany. The responsibility for this 
state of semi-obscurity must rest largely with the artist himself. After 
his return to live in the United States in 1921, when he was acclaimed 
with a flurry of attention as a modernist, he deliberately avoided the art 
market place, finding a new career as a professor of painting and draw¬ 
ing in the comparative isolation of a midwestern university. From then 
until the end of his career, he refused to push his work before the 
public. Within a few years he had disappeared from the public eye. At 
his death in 1961, he was remembered chiefly by former students and a 
few ardent collectors.

A comprehensive view of Bloch’s life work, much of it still 
assembled in his studio, reveals that he followed his 
European phase with ever-deepening maturity as his 
painting became more visionary and personal. The 
expectations raised by his work of those earlier years were 
fulfilled in the richness of thought and depth of feeling that 
permeated his later painting. Devoting himself to fi nding his 
own way, he left behind his earlier concerns with stylistic 
approaches. His later painting, although it owed much to the 
earlier work and, in fact, grew out of it, became more perfectly 
attuned to Bloch’s tendency to paint intensely private visions 
in which time, the phenomenal world and the spiritual world 
interact in a mystical union. How different this later work 
would have been without the experience of twelve years in 
Germany it is impossible to know. But as Klaus Lankheit has 
concluded: “One thing is certain: it would be unjust to tie 

Bloch to the Munich. ...”

PAULA SUE HAYES PRESENTS 
PAPER AT WASHINGTON MEETING 


Cooper Directs National Science 
Foundation Grant at Shelton State 
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Paula Sue Hayes, new English instructor, 

Shelton State Junior College 


Paula Sue Hayes, a recent addition to the English faculty at 
Shelton State Junior College, has devoted the majority of the 
past three years to research and writing concerning adult 
women becoming college students--the practicalities of their 
lives which have impelled them toward a return to college and 
their curriculum needs. 


Ms. Hayes has much experience in teaching English. She 
has taught in such diverse institutions as Savannah State 
College, The University of Alabama, Tuskeegee Institute and 
high schools in Alabama and Florida. During 1979 she was 
named Pre-doctoral Scholar in Project Growth at The 
University of Alabama at which time she began to pursue her 
doctorate in Curriculum Development, American Studies, 
and Women’s Studies. Project Growth, a fellowship program 
jointly sponsored through the Institute of Higher Education 
Research and Services, UA, and the National Institute of 
Education, was designed to give women and minorities 
opportunities to develop research and leadership skills. 
During her tenure as Pre-doctoral Scholar, Ms. Hayes studied 
with Dr. Arthur Chickering, imminent researcher in adult 
development theory at Memphis State University. As a result 
of her research, she has presented papers concerning 
returning adult women students to national conferences, the 
most recent being the Women and Research Conference, 
American Educational Research Association, October 1981, 
in Washington. D. C. Ms. Hayes’ paper focused upon the 
development of External Degree Contracts for Humanities’ 
credits for returning women students. 

Currently, Ms. Hayes is completing her dissertation 
research, gathering data describing 250 undergraduate 
women students in Alabama’s colleges and universities who 
are over the age of 25. Through the information generated, 
she hopes to add to the growi ng literature describing adult life 
stages and the curriculum needs of adult female students. 


Shelton State Junior College has been awarded a 
$15,000 grant by the National Science Foundation 
under the Instructional Scientific Equipment Program. 
This program is designed to strengthen classroom, 
laboratory, and field work experience for 
undergraduate students by exposing them to current 
laboratory instrumentation and educational 
technology. 


Wade Cooper, professor of Biology at Shelton State 
Junior College, was the Project Director. Cooper 
received his graduate degree from The University of 
Alabama. He was assisted in writing the grant by two 
other Shelton professors, Margie Mantel Moore and 
Rosemary Galin. 


The award was one of 235 selected from 1,399 
proposals from public and private universities, four 
year, and two-year colleges from across the United 
States.

Television courses are now offered at five colleges 
and junior colleges throughout the state and more may 
join the program, said Henry Bonner, program director 
for Alabama Educational Television. 

“They are previously produced courses designed for 
television.... and PBS has now bought the rights,” said 
Bonner. 


Auburn has never offered credit courses via 
television. 

“This is a new opportunity for students to enroll in 
college courses and receive college credit without 
attending on-campus classes,” said Sarah Rondeau, 
independent study program supervisor. 

Classes will be broadcast on Channel 3, cable 
television, she said. 

Other schools using the programs are Jefferson State 


Produced by colleges in 
California, each class will be televised for one hour 
each Saturday and Sunday afternoon for 15 weeks, 
Bonner said. The program began Sept. 12 and runs 
through Dec. 23, he said.

College's fall curriculum. 


In order to keep pace with the demand for trained 
computer operators, Snead State Junior College in 
Boaz is offering a new program.

The program is designed for the student who wishes 
to begin work in the computer operations field a ter two 
years of formal training. Students from North 
Alabama are taking advantage of the new program at 

Snead. 



Dr. David Chalker said the school has been “very I g c i ence Degree in Data Processing from Snead in two 
pleased” with student response. 

“All of the classes we are offering can be used in 
almost anybody's curriculum,” Chalker said. “Ninety 
students have already signed up for the three courses, 
and we think that's real good for a new program.” 

Chalker said ESJC will offer the television classes to 
give students “an opportunity because some people 
with other jobs just can't come on campus.” 

Because Enterprise is near Fort Rucker, a U.S. Army 
post, Chalker said, the college geared its efforts toward 
military personnel. He added that more than 25 percent 
of the enrollment in a class he oversees is connected 
with the military. 

Classes offered by ESJC include: “It's Everybody's 
Business,” an introductory-level business course; 

“Understanding Human Behavior,” an introductory 
psychology course; and “American Government 
Survey,” a basic history course. 

“This is going to be new to most students. Probably 
100 percent of them have never taken a course like this 
before,” Chalker said. “We plan to evaluate the 
students and the classes after this quarter.” 

Bonner said several more courses are available 
which may be broadcast winter quarter.
